Ycu are already aware tr.at l : 51A*s Afgnsr. cccrcinctor, 
E-icherd Rett, r.as met several tiir.es witr. Nancy Wolicni tc 
sort out tee thorny prctletrs of possible L.S. royalty 
cbiigations for tnese t'CIA tiles on Afghanis tan which, 
thrcugn your action, receivec congressional clearance for . 
distribution in the Cniteo States. 

Koss aisc nas tegun compiling naaes and addresses ot* 
overseas activists working to help the Afghan people. Of 
particular interest tc ycu will he a separate compilation, 
by country, ot parliamentarians ano gevcrnaent officials wno 
nave taken puclic stancs on Atghanistan. Ross expects to 
furnish an initial list of parliamentarians tc I's. fcciicki 
scon. 

We have recently o& tain.ee tne final text of the Turin 
Conierence cf h'ovettter, 1965, a meeting of European jurists 
tc study tne Zzsge for the recognition of an Afghan 
government in exile. I ac attaching this "Legal Opinion on 
the Recognition ct the Afghan Resistance", as well as a 
subsequent pesphlet fcy Atcul Hakim Tehici, "The Legal Status 
et the Atgnan resistance fcoves,ent". 

lo assist in the icrthcccting eenrerence en Afghanistan at 
the Georgetown Center for Strategic and international 
Scuciesr we initiated Agency fencing tor the travel or three 
iereign professionals, inducing Dr. Laurence Lauocnier of 
frsr.ee and Cr. Oonan Lager feet ot Swecen. In addition tc 
their appearance at this April 21st eenrerence, our Agency 
office or Voluntary visitors has pianr.ee accitional 
programing for tnese experts in Afghan nuaanitarian 
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relief. This will give USX A excellent coverage 
opportunities tor TV, VGA, tireless rile, etc. fcejcr 
American news organisations, including the ispcrtant caiiics 
anc weeklies, nave been invitee to cover the conference, and 
tne CSIS organisers are hcpinc, tec significant ceoia 
coverage* 

Me ace exploiting each procrsc opportunity as it arises. 
For example, tne Agency very effectively used o 'voluntary 
visitor 9 vi.o ii a che&icsi warfare expert - Cr. Ecuatc p.. 
Spiers of Leeds University. We arranged fcireless rile 
coverage for the visit, plus tour VCA interviews (in ouc 
toor lev ice English service, Persian, rashtc anc Carl) in 
which spiers elscussed the use ci toxic and incapacitating 
gases in Afghanistan. 

Earlier, in ccaseEoratlcn cr the Afghan New year, we set up 
a special video ta pec brier ing ty Ambassaccr Charles cunbar 
at our Mashing ten Pre** Center. During that aase March 21st 
weekend, US I A tranositted, ty worldwide VCA anc wireless 
rile. President Reagan's Aigr.an flew year pr cclasaticn, as 
well as the statement of Secretary Sttuitz. Zo properly 
espioy Agency resources, inducing the use ci televisicn for 
such visits, we have, organized an Agency-wice working group 
which will Beet regularly to get tnings dene in a tiaely anc 
effective iesnlcn. 

in addition to a database of ineividuals anc Afghan 
organisations abroad, Rcss will maintain a calendar of 
future conferences, meetings of international organizations, 
anc siallar events* fee will ce paying particular attention 
to hunen rights conferences, anc to a conference of 
historians and experts, now projected for Paris late in the 
year, which will uncertake the preparation ot a full and 
candid account cf recent Atgnan history. 

CSIA will also develop plans to cover Afghan activities this 
fall, including the expected KovesDer u.;;. Ceeate *nc tr.e 
Cccecber observance of the Soviet invasion cate. we plan to 
procuce a freshly researence, aulti-lar.guage pa&phlet this 
year, which we will coordinate witn the 'production of s 
worldwioe poster show. 
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Kancy WclicJci and OicJc Koss nave already diacuaaed projects 
tc wMcn L'SIA will te devoting attention and resources* 
F.oss will continue to keep in close contact with your »ta. v f .
